‘CHICAGO SURFACE LINES, NEW NAME 


For the first time in the city’s history, ex- 
cept for the occasional *‘ through routes "’ 
of the last six years, the north and south 
sides of Chicago have through surface trans- 
portation under one management this 
morning. 

Just after midnight marked the beginning 
of the through routing of the State street 
lines from Seventy-njnth street to Wells and 
Division, catering to a population of various 
nationalities and many conditions. 

At the same “ watching hour " conductors 
and motormen began to appear with new 
badges bearing the insignia of the “ Chi- 
cago Surface Lines " in lieu of Chicago Rail- 
Ways company and Chicago City Railway 
company. This marked a new era also—the 
first time in Chicago’ s history that all street 
railway employés were under one manage- 
ment. 

These were two of the new features inci- 
dent to the one city-one fare program, 
effective last midnight. Eventually this will 
result in the through routing of many lines 
that now loop within the business district. 
For a while the changes will be made one at 
a time; to enable the traveling public to 
grasp their significance and-the traction 
heads to formulate new schedules. 


_ Wentworth Cars to Loop. 
‘Congestion at the intersection of Clark and 
Washington streets, where the Halsted end | 
Wentworth cars haye maintained a-switch- 


hack for many years, will he modified by a 


looping system. These cars,:for the time 
being, will turn east on Monroe and Clark, 
go north in Dearborn to Randolph, west to 
La Salle, and south to Monroe, where they 
will swing into Clark for the south bound 
trips. 

Residents of West Pullman and other ad- 
jJacent parts of the southern city will find 
surcease in the through routing of cars from 
Randolph street, traveling south to Michigan 
avenue, instead of a change of cars. 


New Type of Car. 

The new type of street car, better venti- 
lated, safer, and with lighter equipment and 
reater seating capacity than any now in 
use, was described yesterday by Leonard A. 
Busby, president of the City Railway com- 
pany. 
put in service this week. 

The next instaliments, bringing the total 
to 200, will be delivered later this month and 
in March. Mr. Busby says they will furnish 
the best service the city has seen. The In- 
diana avenue lines probably will get them 
first. 

Improved. Features.

Closed rear platforms, making the cars safer 
for passengers and warmer for trainmen. 

A safety signal light flashing when the rear 
platform doors are closing, allowing the motor- 
man to proceed.

nominal] assets at $10,800. A petition in bank- 

ruptcy was filed against Mr. Lederer in 1901. 

when his liabilities were $119,774. ‘His trou- 


‘bles then were patched up, Mr. Lederer said 


today, and the proceedings were dropped. 
Judge Holt in the United States District 
court in 1908, however, dismissed an appli- 
cation of Mr. Lederer for a discharge from 
bankruptcy. 

In May. 1904, Mr. Lederer filed a petition 


-of his own in bankruptcy with known [abil- 


ities $170,981 and assets listed ‘‘ nominal, 
consisting of unliquidated claims to the 
amount of $166,200 against various persons 
for breach of contract.” 

The nominal assets of $10,800 in the latest 
petition in bankruptcy are in claims and 
some shares of stock in the “ Madame Sher- 
ry” company held by Martin Herman in 
trust, the value of which is unknown.

Fears Indifference of Women 
“ Ignorance and indifference are much more 
ast to keep the woman away from the polls 
than any other causes. While the women 
of the city have done splendid work along 
organization lines in a short time, there are 
thousands of women who have not been 


reached at all and it is possible that they will ' 


not think it of importance to go to the polls. 

**In my own ward, the Twenty-first, the 
English speaking women will go to the polls, 
I'm sure. In some of the precincts where it 


has not been possible to make a house to 


house canvass to get the names of the wom- 
‘en voters. there is a large German speak- 
ing population. I cannot tell what these 
women will do. I have talked with several 
German women in the ward and they have not 
hesitated to say they would register. 


Miss Addams Tells a Story. 

* Miss Addams tells a story which is per- 
haps indicative of the attitude the German 
‘ women will take in the city. In a German 

neighborhood a German was told by his 
neighbor's wife that she was going to reg- 
ister. .He hurried home and immediately told 
his wife she must go to the polls, announcing 
that he guessed his wife was just as capable 
of voting as any woman in*that block.

Mrs. Treadwell’s Forecast. 

Mrs. Harriette Taylor Treadwell, president 
of the Chicago Political Equality league, 
which has flourishing ward organizations in 
every ward in the city, predicts that the 
league alone will get out a woman's regis- 
tration of from 50,000 to 75,000. The league 
has 2:400 women. members. Mrs. Treadwell 
thinks each member will come in contact 
with at least twenty-five other women and 
urge them. to do their political duty for Chi- 
cago.

And I think practical 
evidence of this new civic spirit will be shown 
on Feb. 3. I am sure our registration will 
compare favorably with the first registration 
of the women in California and Colorado. 


Sees Rowdyism at Polls Ended. 

“If the registration proves less than ex- 
pected there will nevertheless be certain re- 
sults that cannot fail to be gratifying. The 

‘day of rowdyism at the polling places in 
Illinois is gone forever. Women have always 
been a-restraining element in society. When 
they started to attend the political mass- 
meetings the questionable story disappeared.

U. S. Official. Explains How 


American Born Women 
Forfeit Citizenship. 


POINTS TO ONE WAY OUT. 

Husbands May Take Out Natural- 
ization Papers. and “Require- : 
ment Is Met. ’ " 


The announcement in on haceciee in an- 
swer to numerous questions, that a native 
born American woman loses her citizenship 
when she marries a man of foreign birth who 
has not heen naturalized. has caused me: 
spread discussion. 

Although this so-called ckpatvlation clause 
has been a part of the United Btates natural- 
ization lawa since March 2 2. 7, apparently 
it was not known to many dehane women 
affected by it 

Several women and some, men ‘took issue 
with THR TRIBUNE'S published interpreta- 
tion of the act. To clear all doubts, Merton 
A. Sturges, chief naturalization examiner of 
the federal government in Chicago was asked 
to pass officially on the question. 


) Cites Law on Subject. 

“ The law is plain,”* satd Mr. Sturges. ‘‘ An 
American born woman who marries a for- 
eigner ceases to be an American subject, but 
becomes a subject of the country to whicb 
her husband claims allegiance.” 

Mr. Sturges quoted the section covering 
the issue. It reads: 

Any American woman who marries a foréigner 
shall take the nat lonelity of her husband. . At 
the termination of the marital relation she may 
resume her American citizenship, if abroad, by 
registering as an American citizen within one 
year with a consul of the United States, or dy 
returning to reside in the United States, or, if 
residing the United States at the termination 
of the marital relation, by continuing to reside 
therein. 

It will be noted.’’ Mr. Sturges said, *‘ that 
a way is afforded for an expatriated Ameri- 
can woman to regain hér American citizen- 
ship. In the event of the death of her husband 
or divorce she: automatically, so to speak, 
resumes her former status.”’ 


State Provision Ineffective. 

Mr. Sturges’ attention was called to the 
efforts of some suffrage leaders to convince 
County Judge John E. Owens that inasmuch 
as the federal expatriation act confifcted with 
the Illinois suffrage act, which grants women 
equal rights with men in registration mat- 
ters, the federal act might be nullified. | 

“ There is no strength to such a position,” 
said Mr. Sturges. ‘‘ The constitution of the 
United States granted to congress the power 
to make uniform naturalization laws, and 
no state or county court may override the 
federal statute.”’ 

Mr. Sturges also passed on the clause in the 
naturalization act covering foreign women 
who marry American men. 

“ This clause gives to the foreign women 
upon becoming wives of Americans the citi- 
zenship American women lose when they 
marry foreigners,’’ he said. 

The section reads: 

That any foreign woman who acquires Amer- 
ican citizenship by marriage to an American 
shall be assumed to retain the same after the 
termination of the marital relation if she con- 
tinue to reside in the United States, unless she 
makes forma! renunciation thereof before a court 
having jurisdiction to naturalize aliens, or if 
she resides abroad she may retain her citizen- 
ship by registering as such before a United States 
consul within one year after the termination 
of such marita) relation. 

Wife of Canadian Complains. 

THE TRIBUNE has received protests from 
native American women of Chicago who 
have been expatriated by marriage to for- 
eigners who have neglected or refused to 
become. naturalized. 

“I married a Canadian,"’ one woman tele- 
phoned THe TRIBUNE political bureau. *‘ Am 
I denied citizenship in my own country be- 
cause my husband won't be naturalized?’’ 

She was informed of Mr. Sturges’ state- 
ment and the section of the law was read to 
her. 

** Well, that is a shame,’ she asserted. 

Apparently, as an after thought, she added: 

“ But he is going to Canada in April never, 
to return to the United States. Will that help 
me any?’’ 

“You are going with him, of course,” it 
was suggested. 

*“* No, I am not,” replied the woman.

*“ You women will not be lonesome at your 
posts,’’ he said. ‘‘ We expect to have women 
registering every minute of the day. You 
can secure watchers’ credentials for your 
neighbors if you desire. 

“If you find anything at the polling place 
that is disagreeable or does not seem right, 
call our attention to it. Don’t let any one 
come in and tell you wat to do. You are 
the bosses of the precincts.”’

Maximilian A. Hoffman, a sculptor, whose 
studio is in the Tree building at 4 East Ohio 
street, has a queer bed. It consists of an 
oak box with a lid, and it rests on top of a 
bookcase. The sculptor-hoists himself into 
the box every night by mounting a tall office 
stool. In no other bed, he says, can he lay his 
six feet of artistic temperament with com- 
fort. 

Habit, he says, is to blame. In Munich he 
slept on a door laid across two boxes for 
three years, as a matter of economy. When 
he came to Chicago he bought four beds and 
tried them all. They would not do. 


What Happened to the Beds. 

The brass bed with ornate trimmings lasted 
two days before it was discarded. Next came 
@ sanitary couch. It was too soft: A ma- 
hogany bedstead found-room in the attic 
after three days’ use, A davenport was tried 
for a day or go before it found a last reating 
place in a storeroom. 

Finally the oak box was tried and proved 
satisfactory. 

The box is like an outside case for a casket. 
It is 3 feet deep and 6 feet 6 inches long, 
and unpainted. . On the sides, near the ends, 
handles have been screwed on, and there are 
hooks to hold down the lid. The distance 
from the floor gives the sleeper the feeling of 
being in a berth in a‘ stateroom at sea. To 
complete the sea effect the sculptor has 
painted two portholes on the wall opposite 
the box. 


Never Had Such a Bed, He Says. 

“I mever had such a good bed before," said 
the sculptor yesterday, punching down the 
mattress, which had been doubled up in order 
to: fit into the box. The comforters and pil- 
lows seemed to be lost in the bottom. “ My 
head is way dowh in the box when I sleep, 
out of the way of the wind. I don’t catch 
cold. Then, up so high, I have a dizzy, rock- 
ing sensation, as if I were out on a choppy 
sea. I wish to be cremated in the box when 
I pass out of the world. Or perhaps I'll have 
some grappling hooks put on the box and it 
can be dropped into the sea.” 

When the bed is not in use the lid is dropped 
and it has the appearance of an innocent 
looking bookcase with glass doors. At one 
end is a place for magazines.

HE Chicago opera's fourth season end- 
ed last night. with a performance ip 
English of s'lotow's “ Martha.” Ex- 
cept for the boxes, which were not sub- 
scribed for for the Saturday evening se- 

ries, the theater was filled. For the after- 
noon’s repetition of ‘‘Monna Vanna’”’ the 
house was sold out a week ago, and since this 
has been the happy rile both: for the sub- 
scription and the popular priced perform- 
ances during the latter weeks of the season, 
the semi-official statement that the total re- 
ceipts would slightly exceed half.a million 
dollars seems reasonable. 

Miss Garden, Mr. Muratore, and Mr. Mar- 
coux repeated the remarkable feats of art 
that made memorabie the initial representa- 
tion of the Fevrier lyric drama last Tuesday 
evening. A detailed review of the matinée 
therefore is unnecessary. But the Flotow 
opera was given its first performance for the

portant role; furthermore, the audience sus- 
tained Saturday evening traditions for de- 
monstrativeness; so the event deserves moré 
than a perfunctory account.

No public statement will be issued until 
the close of the western tour. The reason 
for this is that only the gross revenue could 
be shown at this time. The salary contracts 
are for the most part for the entire season 
and it is impossible to figure the proportion- 
ate share for the'Chicago opéra. Another 
factor is the heavy cost of equipment and 
the reserve for depreciation of costumes and 
se¢nery, much of which will be necessitated 
by the wear of transportation yet to come. 

It is stated semi-officially that, although 
there have been fewer performances during 
thé ten weeks than in the past, gross revenue 
is Only slightly behind that of last year. Ex- 
penses meanwhile have“been cut somewhat 
and it is quite likely the financial statement 
will compare favorably with that of a year 
ago. This depends entirely on the western 
tour. 

At the end of the eighth week gross receipts 
were ahead of 1912-'13, but a year ago the last 
two weeks were phenomenally successful, 
and probably this year’s gross will be slight- 
ly reduced. The reduction in the number of 
performances is due to abandonment of the 
series in Milwaukee, which was found un- 
profitable, and a cutting down of the extra 
performances here. As a result of the sec- 
ond step the regular subscribers have been 
furnished more varied musi¢ than would . 
otherwise have been possible. 

The claim of the directors that the general 
public is showing a greater interest than 
ever before is borne out by box office re- 
ceipts. The box sales decreased $13,000, but 
the sale of cheaper seats restored the bal- 
ance. This the directors think one of the 
m@gst favorable signs.

English Economist Asserts | 
American Act Means End 
of Stringency. 


U. S. MUST REMAIN SANE. 


Says Exports Will Boom Unless 
Loss of Gold Causes Scare 
in This Country. 


(BY CABL® TO THE CHICAGO TRIRUNE.] | 

LONDON. Jan. 41.—Moreton Frewen, a 
writer on economic problems, tariff, and the 
exchanges, said in an interview téday: 

“At the close of 1912 the opinion here an- 
ticipated a bank rate on discounts of 6 pep 
cent. It has fallen in e fortnight from 5 to 8 
per cent. Why? Why have consols jumped 
five points? . 

“The answer is the new American cur- 
rency act. Here ig Uncle Sam, with the 
power of a hundred Morgans, entering the 
bill discounting business and prepared to do 
the world’s business, Therefore every bank- 
er knows that stringency and contraction 
have disappeared and that a new day has 
dawned. This act is a bigger thing by all 
odds for the world’s trade than the Panama 
canal.”’ . 


Bill Sound if U. 8, Is Sane. 

In reply to the question: ‘Is the bill] safe 
and sound?’ Mr. Frewen said: 

“It ie safe if only the Américan people do. 
not become scared. If the shipment of large 
sums of gold during the year creates alarm 
then Americans. might forfeit their share ia 
the feast of fat things at hand. Make up 
your minds to lose. perhaps $800,000,000 to 
$400,000,000 of gold in the next two years 
and that the export of this precious metal 
will greatly strengthen your export trade. 
If you accept the bill in that spirit great good 
will result. 

** New issues of paper and great expansion 
of bank credits will advance your prices. 
Your steel, cotton, wool, and leather indus- 
the new tariff and will greatly confuse the 
two economic problema, but be quite sure 
that you will lose much gold. 


Says Act Helps Whole. World. 

“The protectionists in America—and I am 
a protectionist—will declare that this loss is 
the result of the new tariff. On the con- 
trary, it will result in your new vast cur- 
rency issues. 

“ Cofild there be anything more striking 
to show the internationality of these money 
problems,’’ Mr. Frewen continued, “ than 
that a local act should have restored con- 
fidence and vigor to every bourse in Europe? 
What was done Christmas week will make 
money cheap here and business will expand 
for a long time. It will have an effect for et 
least four years. 

“The passage ofthe American currency 
act was a greater discovery than half a 
dosen new African gold fields. Four or five 
years hence we may all have to walk warily. 
Meantime let us thank Washington for the 
Santa Claus visit to millions of anxious bed- | 
sides.’’ ‘

The indictment against Swift & Co. con- 
tains sixty counts. They are based on the 
government's allegation that the corpora- 
tion obtained concessions from the lawfully 
published rate from the Northwestern rail- 
road and the Ann Arbor railroad on carload 

shipments of dressed beef and beef products 

from Chicago to various points in Michigan. 

4.ccording to the government, the alleged

To do this it would be necessary 
for the new stockholders of the operatiig 
company to authorize an increase in that 
company’s stock, part of the additional issue 
being exchanged for the holding company’s 
shares on a scaled down basis. 

A portion of the Rock Island company’s 
share capitalization thus would be oblit- 
erated.

The recommendations are signed by Daniel 
¢. Roper, first assistant postmaster general; 
_Yerritt O. Chance, chief clerk, postoffice de- 
partment, and John C. Koons, superintend~- 
ent division of salaries and allowances, com- 
posing the committee. 

The recommendations were accompanied 
py statistical information collected after one 
of the most exhaustive investigations under- 
taken by the postoffice department. 

The report says that the United States is

sta who have treated the subject are agreed 
that telegraph and telephone facilities should 
be con‘rolled by the government.

AIMS TO OBTAIN AMITY. 


President Plans Course with 
Powers in Solution of Mex- 
ican Problem. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 31.—{Specia).]— 
Britizgh diplomacy has scored a victory of 
great moment to the empire in the backdown 
of the United States on the questicn of tolls 
to be charged for ships passing through the 
Panama canal. 

The country knows that President Wilson 


has urged congress to- repeal the law under 
Which American eoastwise shipping will be 
permitted to pass through the canal without 
charg ; While foreign, shipping must pay | 
$1.25 per ton. 

It knows the further fact that the presi- 
dent is insisting upon such action in order 
to obtain the sympathy of Great Br 
for his Mexican policy and in our dispute 
with Japan. Here is a complete change of 
front on the part of the American govern- 
ment. 


Treaty Twelve Years Old. 

Twelve years ago the United States en- 
tered into a treaty with Great Britain which 
modified the Clayton-Bulwer treaty of 19854 | 
and permitted American construction o the 
Panama canal. 

This treaty provided that “ the cana! shall 
be free and open to the vessels of commerce 
and of war of all nations on terms of entire 
equality. so that there shal! be no ‘discrimina- 
tion against any such nation or its citizens 
or subjects in respect of the conditions or 
charges of traffic or otherwise,”’ 

In spite of this solemn obligation congress 
passed a bill two years ago, which was ap- 
proved by President Taft, exempting Amer- 
ican coastwise shipping from the payment of 
tolls. The British government. at the in- 
stance of its merchant marine and colonies, 
particularly Canada, vigorously protested 
against enforcement of “tne law. It pro- 
posed that the dispute be settled by arbi- 
tration, in accordance with the terms of The 
Hague convention. This proposal was reject- 
ed by the Taft administration. 


Never Considered Strained Relations. 
According to information obtained in 
diplomatic circles, Great Britain realized it 
could not hope to obtain the redress it claimed 
unless a situation was created that would 
force favorable action by the United States. 
The British statesmen never for one moment 
contemplated going to the point of devel-:p- 
ing strained relations between the two coun- 
tries. 
Such a course, invelving the possibility of 
war, would have led to European complica- 
tions disastrous to the British empire. Britain 
realized that the numerous foreign contro- 
versies in which the United States was en- 
gaged offered the prospect of a Miuation 
which would make this government, under- 
stand the vaiue of British friendship.

MICHIGAN LABOR MEN START 
FIGHT ON PERE MARQUETTE. 


Petitions Circulated by Striking Rail 
Employes and Other Unionists Urge 
Federal Inquiry Into Wrecks. 


Detroit, Mich., Jan. 31.—[Special.]—Charg- 
ing that several persons have been killed on 
the Pere Marquette railroad in wrecks due 
to the deplorable condition of the rolling 
stock resulting from the employment of al- 
leged incompetent persons, 11,000 employés 
of that road who have been on strike since 
last May and many other labor men of the 
state, are circulating petitions to President 
Wilson and congress demanding a federal 
investigation. Sixty thousand names are ex- 
pected to be signed.

SALES PUT AT $7,000,000. 


Dealers from Middle West, Make 
* Big Purchases of Motor 
: Cars. | 


The fourteenth annual national automobile 
show closed last night. Manufacturers as- 
serted the exhibition was the most profitable 
in the history of the industry. The state- 
ments of the makers were based on the 
number of.sales to dealers and individuals, 
which surpassed the New York show by 
hundreds of cars. 

The closing day was specially for the peo- 
ple of Chicago and each of the exhibitors 
reported numerous individual sales. In years 
past the show has run two weeks, the second 
week being devoted to trucks, but the man- 
ufacturers of utility machines decided this 
year that show would not be profitable. 


Exceeds New York Show. 

The results obtained at the Chicago show 
surprised the manufacturers and probably 
will cause a considerable’ change in show 
Plans for the future. Several thousand cars 
were sold to dealers.of the central states a» 
a@ result of the show and the manufacturers 
and sales agents obtained a better line on 
business conditions than they did from the 
New York show. 3 

There is a strong feeling among the man- 
ufacturers for the abandonment of the 
New York show next season. Statements 
made by several of them who attended the 
New York and Chicago shows indicated that 
the results at the Gotham exhibition were 
far from satisfactory from a sales stand- 
point. 

In all probability the Chicago show will be 
made the big national show next year. Geo- 
graphically, the manufacturers fayor Chi- 
cago because it draws from territory which 
is not already stocked with machines. 


Sets Record for Nation. 

Both from the standpoint of the attendance 
and the sales of machines the Chicago show 
has been the most succersful show ever held 
here or in New York. The attendance. of 
dealers from the smaller cities of the central 
states was larger than the manufacturers 
expected. The dealers bought heavier and 
ordered their purchases delivered earlier 
than the manufacturers expected. 

Figures given out last night by Manager 
Miles imdicate the extent of the success of the 
show this year. The average daily attend- 


accessories makers estimate their sales at 
$1,000,000, . 


A ‘* $1,000,000 week" was recorded by the 


Thomas B. Jeffery company. During the 
seven days of the show $1,000,000 worth of 


cars were sold to distributors and individual 


purchasere by this firm alone, according to 
Charles T. Jeffery; president. 


Optimism Among Dealers. 

“The Chicago show has demonstrated the 
optimism among the dealers in motor cars, 
Harry W. Ford, president of the Saxon com- 
pany, sald. “It has shown also that persons 
have come to realize that It ia useless to buy 
high priced machines when a car with all 
the conveniences of the higher priced ma- 
chines can be purchased for a low price. 

“The machine that my company is mak- 
ing to sell for $305 hag had a big sale here. 
The interest of the public generally has been 
in the medium and low priced machines. 
Purchasers of automobiles are realizing more 
and more that a motor car must be an invest- 
ment just as a buggy, wagon, or cultivator 
is an investment on which the purchaser 
gets a return on his money. . 

“The Chicago show has demonstrated 
that that principle is uppermost in the minds 
of motor car purchasers, and in the future 
the manufacturers must meet the buyers’ 
demands on that score."’ 


One Company to Double Output, 


The Cashe Motor Truck company made an 
announcement which was unusual in the in- 
dustry this year. The company will double 
its output this year, according to Olin Fin- 
ney, advertising representative of the com- 
pany. 

* That shows the confidence in the future 
of the business,"" Mr. Finney said. ‘‘ But the 
most important feature of the automobile 
business has been the confidence which the 
banks are gaining. A few years ago it was 
difficult for a business man or farmer to ob- 
tain a loan from a banker to buy a motor 
truck or automobile. 

‘Now the bankers realize that self-pro- 
pelled vehicles are as necessary to the busi- 
ness man and farmer as horses formerly 
were. That means the establishment of the 
industry on a firmer basis, and in a few 
years the industry will be free from stock 
jobbing companies and the stable institu- 
tions only will remain.’’ 


Light Machines Gain, 

The inquiries by visitors at the show dem- 
onstrated to the manufacturers of high 
priced cars that their business is limited to 
a greater extent than it has been in former 
years. With the medium priced car offering 
many of the conveniences and comforts of 
the high priced machines, there is not the in- 
centive among the purchasers to pay $3,000 
or more for the classier machines. . 

To meet the demands of the public several 
of the companies already have announced 
“lighter machines’ at lower prices, and it 
is contemplated by other of the high priced 
manufacturers to enter the field next season 
with smaller models at lower prices.

GRAND JURY RECOMMENDS LAW 
TO IMPRISON “GUN TOTERS.” 


J ustice McDonald Receives Resolution 
Demanding Rigid Punishment for 
Carrying Ooncealed Weapons. 


Resolutions recommending that heavy fines 
be imposed on persons arrested for carrying 
concealed weapons were adopted yesterday 
by the January grand jury and presented to 
Chief Justice Charles A. McDonald in the 
Criminal court with the body's final report. 

Chief Justice McDonald, in an address dig- 
charging the jurors, advocated a law making 
the carrying of concealed weapons a felony. 

‘Fifty per cent of the shooting cases that 
come before me result from the carrying of 
concealed weapons,’’ the judge said. “Ifa 
law was adopted whereby it would bea peni- 
tentiary offence to carry revolvers and other 
deadly weapons, I am sure the number of 
these cases would show a marked decrease.” 

More than half of the cases heard by the 
grand jurors were crimes in which revolvers 
and other weapons were used. One of the 
resolutions, directed to Chief Justice Olson, 
asks that he instruct the judges of the Mu- 
nicipal court to impose heavy fines on “ gun

DIVORCE BUREAU’ 


Chief Justice of Superior 
Court Recommends Statis- 
tician to Keep Record. 


WOULD WATCH TRIALS. 


Believes It Would Prevent Vio- 
lations of Marriage Laws; 
Jurists Favor Plan. 


A new “divorce bureau” to expedite the 
work of the Circuit and Superior courts and 
prevent imposition and deceit by persons not 
entitled to divorce was proposed yesterday 
by Richard E. Burke, chief justice of the 
Superior court. Hts recommendation is in 
line with the idea of the “ marriage court,’’ 
on which he, Chief Justice Petit of the Circuit 
court, and Chief Justice Harry Olson of the 
Municipal court have been working. ° 


Judge Burke set forth his idea at length, 


explaining it by means of a special record he 
has prepared during his service in chancery. 
He wishes to have a special statistigjan to 
keep such a record for all the courts, leav- 
ing the judges free to care for their regu- 
lar work and supplying them with informa- 
tion demanded as each new case is presented. 

Whether the bureau can be established de- 
pends, of course, on the finance committee 
of the county board. It is expected to have 
the backing of alla@he judges and most of 
the attorneys. The originator of the system 
pointed out the likel'hood of fraud against 
the ruling that a divorced person cannot

‘parents of young women can obtain quite as 


much service from the records as the divorce 
courts can, although practically barred from 
using the present records by reason of the 
difficulty of getting information from the 
involved files of the two courts of codrdinate 
jurisdiction. 


Two More Barriers. 

The more barriers that are thrown around 
the chance to obtain a divorce the less is the 
likelihood of fraud,” said Judge Burke. “A 
statistician would be of invaluable aid to 
check present tendencies. 

“He could keep a complete record of all 
cases, beginning with Jan. 1 of this year. 
Violations of the state divorce laws, as re- 
vealed by the suits which are constantly 
being filed and by the petitions of defend- 
nast, who have not been properly informed 
or notified of the action against them, could 
be prosecuted either by the judges personal- 
ly or by the state’s attorney. 

“Those contemplating matrimony could 
find out whether or not their intended life 
partner has been previously divorce and es- 
tablish the legal status of such parties. The 
complex records of both courts make it diffi- 
cult for any one not familiar with them to 
trace down cases which would be easily 
accessible to one familiar with them.

*‘I give my unqualified approval of such a 
plan,’’ Judge Petit said. ‘‘ I would willingly 
join in asking the county board to provide 
for such a bureau by appropriation. A card 
index system of keeping records of divorced 
persons as well as those arrested for aban- 
donment of their fg@milies, criminals, and 
those mentally affiitted would be of great 
assistance not only to the courts but to the 
people in general.”’ é 

The plan will come up for discussion at the 
next joint meeting of the juages of the Supe- 
rior and Circuit, courts. 
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To the finance committee falls the task of 
appealing to the people of Illinois to contrib- 
ite to the state fund in order that Illinois 
may be represented at the San Francisco 
show next year more adequately than the 
$300,000 appropriation would promise. The 
three plans drawn by State Architect James 
B. Dibelka alone call for $125,000, $150,000, or 
$175,000, with a fair likelihood that any one 
will cost considerably more than the esti- 
mate.

Dibelka was instructed to draw three more 
plans, varying in probable cost from $75,000 
to $125,000. These are to be submitted at the 
next meeting.

“ ‘These women say the film men have mil- 
lions behind them to fight Maj. Funkhouser. 
The manufacturers of films have no interest 
in the censorship of Chicago, for the reason 
that they sell their films to the. exchange 
men, and if the city of Chicago rejects their 
pictures they still have to buy them, for the 
reason that they have hundreds of customers 


outside Chicago.” 
Fight for Sane Censorship.

Bodine Stops “Marriage Mill” on 
Girl’s Parents’ Story. 


HOTEL KEEPER FINED $325. 


Father Sent Around by Police Until 
Wedding Is Suggested. 


Several days ago a flashily attired youth 
appeared at the marriage license bureau. 
He was accompanied by a slip of a girl and 
the girl’s parents. There was menace in the 
parents’ attitude toward the youth. 

“I want a marriage license,” he said. 
| “Name?” inquired Chief Clerk Louis C, 
Legner. 

“Carmen Martelli, 814 Forquer street. 
This is the girl. She's 16, but her parents are 
here to give their consent.” 


Bodine Begins Investigation. 

Whereupon William L. Bodine, superin- 
tendent of compulsory education, who has 
taken a leading part in breaking up “‘ the 
martiage mill of Chicago,” began an ivesti- 
gation. The parents finally, under sharp 
questioning, admitted the girl was only 15. 
Then bit by bit the girl’s story was drawn 
from them. 

The girl a few weeks previous had become 
acquainted with the youth, the result of a 
street flirtation. Last Saturday night they 
| went to a 5 cent theater. Afterward the 
youth induced the girl to go with him taa 
cheap hotel at 745 South Halsted street, op- 
erated by one George Kithos. The following 
night was spent at the hotel of Thomas 
Spiros, at 730 South Halsted street. 

On returning to her home the girl was ques- 
tioned by her parents. She broke down, 
eried, and then told the whole story. 


Shunted About by Police. 

The parents, ignorant of procedure in law 
but wishing to have Martelli punished, went 
to the nearest police station for advice. They 
were directed somewhere else, and then, as 
Mr. Bodine expresses it, “ were pitchforked 
all over town.” Finally some one advised 
them to swear their daughter was 16 and to 
force Martelli to marry her, though the youth 
intimated he would leave her after the cere- 
mony. The attempt was accordingly made, 

Mr. Bodine had Martelli arrested. Munici- 
pal Judge Frank Ryan held Martelli to the 
grand jury in bonds of $1,500: He was con- 
fined in the county jail. | 7

ADVOCATES RECALL OF MAYOR 
IN NEW YORK CITY’S CHARTER. 


Mitchel During Argument Over Prop- 
er Police Administration Expresses 
Hope Legislature Will Enact Law.

New York, Jan. 31.—“I sincerely hope 
that when the new charter of New York 
City is presented to the state legislature it 
will contain a provision for the recall of 
the mayor in order that the people of the 
city may recall him if his policies are not 
right,” said Mayor Mitchel today at a:lunch- 
eon given at the City club, 

The remark was incident to an exchange 
of words between the mayor and Howard 8S. 
Gans, a lawyer and a member of the club’s 
police committee, in which the latter main- 
tained that Col. Goethals would make no 
better police commissioner than did Rhine- 
lander Waldo and that he favored a force- 
ful man of the machine politician type such 
as William Devery. 

Mayor Mitchel replied that the view taker 
by Mr. Gans that the people of New York 
City permitted “‘ blackmail and corruption ”’ 
because a jarge majority desired that laws 
affecting gambling and prostitution be 
broken remained to be proved. 

** However, if the people of the city de- 
sire to return to the days of Van Wyck and 
Devery,” added the mayor, ‘‘ they ought to 
get them. I want the police force to have 
a responsible head and I want its mem- 
bers to do what the police commissioner 
tells them.”’ )

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HOYNE HINTS AT. 
TAX DODGER GRAFT 


Says Aid of County Attorney 
Settled Millionaire’s Case 
at $500,000 Loss. 


TALKS OF INVESTIGATION 


State’s Attorney Says Condition 
Warrants Inquiry; Chind- | 
blom Questions Facts. 


In connection with the tax suits instituted 
by County Attorney Carl R. Chindbloom,. 
State’s Attorney Maclay Hoyne yesterday 
issued a statement in which he says that 
he has information that an assistant of 
Mr. Chindbloom made a settlement of a’ 
tax claim against a Chicago millionaire, by 
which the county lost half a million dollars. 

Mr. Chindbloom, after hearing the Hoyne 
statement, made reply. He said he had not 
heard of the case which Mr. Hoyne referred 
to, and did not believe the story as related. 
He said that if the condition does prevail he 
is anxious to know about it and will assist 
in the prosecution of offenders. 


Hoyne Cites Alleged Settlement. 

The Hoyne statement reads in part: 

“ The most startling bit of information that 
has reached me is that an assistant in the 
county attorney's office in one instance set- 
tled a tax claim against one of our million- 
aires and as a result the county lost over a 
half million dollars. 

** Conditions certainly must be unusual and 
unhealthy in an office that permits one of its 
assistants to knock off over a half million 
dollars in taxes against a single individual. 

“ This particular information, if true, dis- 
closes that a practice has been in vogue in 
the county attorney’s office that permits a 
large annual loss to the county in taxes and 
will be investigated to the fullest extent. 


Talks of Grand Jury Inquiry. 

“ A number: of requests have been made 
of me to conduct a special grand jury in- 
vestigation into the methods by which tax- 
dodgers have escaped the payment of their 
just taxes. 

“It is also my information that the set- 
tlement between this taxdodger and the coun- 
ty attorney’s office was not approved by the 
board of commissioners of Cook county, who 
have charge under the statute of tax matters. 

“‘ A great deal has been said in the news- 
papers during the last few weeks about the 
high rate of taxes because of the so-called 
extravagant expenditures by local govern- 
ments. If the taxdodgers in this county 
would pay their just share of the taxes, we 
would not only have sufficient moneys with 
which to run the affairs of government, but 
a handsome surplus would remain in our 
treasury. 

“Instead of local governments being re- 
sponsible for the high rate of taxes, as a 
matter of fact the persons that permitted 
taxdodgers to escape from their just pay- 
ment of taxes are directly responsible. 

“The practice of letting the smal] home 
owner and wage earner and the little busi- 
ness man shoulder the experises of running 
the government of this county pears to be 
and must be remedied.” 


Chindblom Makes Reply. 

‘“*Mr. Hoyne’s statement at first blush 
seems startling, but. ‘it will be noticed that 
he does not claim to have any information 
which even he dares to proclaim as true," 
Mr. Chindblom co ented. “‘I have noidea 
to what or to whom refers when he speaks 
of a settlement of a tax against a millionaire 
which resulted in the loss of half a million 
dollars of taxes. 

**No matter of such magnitude has come 
into the office during the year that I have 
been county attorney. He may possibly refer 
to the settlement of the taxes againet the 
Marshall Field estate, which was concluded 
in a court proceedings several years ago. I 
had nothing to do with that. 

“TI want to say to Mr. Hoyne and to the 
public that if there are or have been improper 
practices in the county attorney’s office, I 
want to know about it and I willdo anything 
in my power to assist in the investigation.

Department of Justice Agent 
Volunteers as Witness. 


DENIES STORIES OF GRAFT. 


Tells of Auto Trip to New York with 
“Sollie’” Lewinsohn. 


Gharies F. De Woody, special agent of the 
department of justice and former chief of 
the bureau of investigation, yesterday was 
a witness before the federal grand jury in- 
vestigating the veiled charges of graft ru- 
mored in connection with the activities of 
‘* Sollie “ Lewinsohn, fugitive private banker, 
professional bondsman, and- money lender. 
He wag the only witness of the day. He 
volunteered as a witness and was not sub- 
peened. 

He spent thrée hours explaining the al- 
leged charges against him and will return 
to give additional testimony . tomorrow. 
Harry A. Parkin, special assistant to the 


attorney general, also will appear before the [ 


jury this week; it was said. 

Mr. De Woody's ‘testimony, it was said, 
related to his part in the McHie bucket’ 
shopping .case, the Jack Johnson case, and 
the autcmobile trip he took to New York 
with ‘“ Sollie'’’ Lewinsohn in July, 1912. It 
is said he denied the’ graft stories in con- 
nection with the McHie and Jack Johnson 
cases and declared the charges of Hiram 
Lewinsohn, a son of “ Sollie,’’ that he re- 
ceived $500 from J.ewinsohn at the Knicker- 
bocker hotel in New York wete false. The 
automobile trip to New York, he said, oc- 
curred three months prior to the settlement 
of the McHie case. 

“The grand jury,” Mr. Wilkerson sald, 
‘has been afforded the widest latitude in 
ascertaining all the facts in the case, and 
the investigation has been facilitated in 
every way possible. 

“ Every witness claiming to have any in- 
formation on the subject, however remote, 
has been sent for and examined by the grand 
jurors. There are absolutely no strings at- 
tached to the work of the grand jury."

It is not only 
the symbol of German might and power. It 
is the emblem of German security, the badge 
and token of the nation’s self-conscious 
strength and her readiness to employ it 
mercilessly against all assailants. Put plain- 
ly—no army, no Germany. 

The essentials for a great army are not 
merely recruits. In a body of 700,000 men 
discipline is the vital thing. Everything 
depends on it. The kaiser might dispose 
over legions of giants, armed . with the 
deadliest artillery Krupp can produce, but 
if there were not iron, unrelenting discipline 
behind them all, the most murderous equip- 
ment imaginable would be about as potent 
at children’s toy guns. 

Discipline is the child of respect. The 
Hohenzollern ancestors who fashioned the 
German army did not invent the uniform 
for the pérsonal gratification of gilded 
popinjays who might from time to time in- 
habit it. They invented it as a sign of re- 
spect, submission to which should be the 
rock of bronze on which discipline might be 
developed. 

Uniform Typifies the State. 

Germans have been brought. up, genera- 
tion after generaticn, to understand that 
the army uniform typifies the state and its 
supremacy. They have been educated to 
know that the uniform cannot be insulted. 
defiled, or flouted without expiation. They 
have been trained to remember that it is not 
the man behind the brass buttons, but the 
buliténs themsedives,:which count, They have 
been taught that when they throw stones at 


' a soldier they are attacking the state, and 


that when they vilify an officer they are 
traducing a supremé institution and not a 
mere thing of flesh and epaulettes. 

It is difficult for people who do not live 
in Germany to realizé all this, to say noth- 
ing of sympathizing with it. I have lived 
in Berlin for a decade. To me it is all pere 
fectly clear and logical. If the Strassburg 
courtmartial had found Col. von Reuter and 
his brother officers “guilty ’’ and sent them 
to. jail for maltreating civilians, it would 
have been a blow to the whole military sys- 
tem, which would be &mply unthinkable. I< 

uld have been a confession that the 


‘scheme under which Germany has risen to 


greatness and strength was all wrong. 
Principles Were at Stake. 

It would have been like the United States 
Steel corporation suddenly turning its back 
on the “ policy ’’ which, pursued for years, 
had brougit it to its present eminence anc 
power; like any business man abandoning 
all of a sudden the practices and principles 
which had made him rich and prosperous. 

It would have meant that military Ger 
many had put up her shutters; that discipline 
in her army was a thing of the past, because 
respect had vanished; that the fears of her 
mighty war machine. which keep hating 
neighbors east arid west from flying at hez 
throat and her back, were no longer valid; 
that henceforth, because disintegration ha@ 
get in where once granite-firm homogeneity 
ruled, the Fatherland would be easy prey for 
better disciplined, better respected armies. 

These are general considerations. Take 
the case of Alsace-Lorraine in particular. The 
police president of Berlin, the redoubtable 
Von Jagow, was scolded from one end of Eu- 
rope to the other for calling Alsace-Lorraine 
“‘ practically the enemy's country.” Is hes9 
far wrong? Does anybody seriously pretend 
that the conquered provinces have been Ger- 
manized? That loyalty to the German trite 
color is much more than’ lip service among 
a large section of the populace? 

In Metz the knowledge of German a few 
‘years ago was in the ratio of 50 per cent, and 
the degree to which it was spoken was 75 
per cent. Today French is a matter of 
knowledge to the extent of 50 per cent, and 
it is spoken by 75 per cent of the inhabitants 


of Lorraine. 


Why Conciliation Fails, 

So much: for the policy of * Germaniza- 
tion” since the surrender of Marshal Bazaine. 
Ask military men why conciliation in Alsace- 
Lorraine has been such a glittering failure 
and they wiil tell you jthat weakling civil)

“ Revanche “ arrives. ‘‘ Vive la France!”’ is 
undoubtedly a more popular slogan around 
Metz and Strassburg than “Hoch der 
Kaiser!” 

Zabern was merely the vivid expression of 
such sentiments. It fascinated the world’s 
attention because mistakes on both sidea~ 
military end civil—allowed an incident puer- 
jle in itself to grow into the dimensions of a 
national affair and a European sensation.

Literature in the London Limelight 
Hardly Lives Up to.Some Reputations.

ONDON, Jan. 19.—The trial of John 
Jasper for the murder of Edwin Drood, 
an entertainment arranged by the Dick- 
ens Fellowship at the King’s hall, 
Cevent Garden, was a brilliant idea; 

but its execution suffered, I think, from the 
fact that several of the literary celebrities 
who took part were unable to forget that the 
public expects them to be brilliant. 

To put twelve men of letters together ina 
jury box under the foremanship of George 
Bernard Shaw, with Mr. G. K. Chesterton on 
the bench, was an experiment hardly condu- 
cive to hilarious gayety: alsoit was caficulated 
to make a good many of the audience forget 
all about Charles Dickens and Edwin Drood. 

There was evidently something in the occa- 
sion or the atmosphere which cramped the 
style of our professional jesters; the humor, 
on the whole, seemed rather forced, and occa- 
sionally elephantine. Mr. Shaw, in particu- 
lar, seemed to feel the burden of his reputa- 
tion and responsibilities. The shadow of the 
press, not to mention the menace of the 
photographer, lay so heavily upon judge 
jury, and counsel that the spirit of Dickens, 
hovering close at hand, must surely have 
felt uncomfortable.

One realized that on such an occasion it 
dilan't really matter whether John Jasper 
killed Edwin or not; but it was vitally im- 
portant that Shaw and Chesterton should 
scintillate with Jacobs, Pett Ridge, De Mor- 
gan, Max Pemberton, and other lights of the 
literary firmament, to stimulate and magnify 
their brilliancy. Wherein, having great ex- 
pectations, We were disappointed. 

These well meant proceedings produced on 
me a vague impression of unreliability, a 
feeling that a great deal of expensive human 
material had been wasted to no adequate pur- 
pose. I daresay, however, there were many 
in the aud‘ence who wondered—as I myself 
never cease to do—that public characters like 
Shaw, Chesterton, and Wells, whose eager 
curiosity and keen wit follow every move- 
ment of the human procession, should have 
the energy to spare for such an evening’s 
entertainment and its necessary prepara- 
tions, 

Take Chesterton, for instance: his regular 
journalistic work must make heavy demands 
on him: he has a book ("‘ The Flying Inn ") 
now in the press; it was only the other day 
that he brought out -his successful play, 
‘‘ Magic ’’—yet he seems to have time to go 
everywhere, and to express his opinions, on 
the.platform or in the press, about every 
subject under the sun. The average plodder, 
burning much midnight oil to produce his 
caily column or so, instinctively envies and 
marvels at such abounding energy and crea- 
tive faculty. 

~~ 

Mr. Shaw’s achievements are even more 
wonderful, for, in addition to his indefatigable 
literary activities, he is forever leading or in- 
citing some will-o’-the-wisp Fabian move- 
ment, supporting a labor leader at the Al- 
bert hall, lecturing at the National Libera! 
club on the socialistic ideal of equality in 
earnings, cor discussing with a bishop in the 
cclumns of the Times the moral effect of the 
Gaby glide. 

Some interesting reflections arise from the 
fact that Shaw, Chesterton, and Wells are 
undoubtedly more generally discussed, if not 
more widely read, than several men of higher 
literary attainments, such as Kipling, Bar- 


rie, Hardy, Conrad, and Locke. They oc- 
cupy and maintain in the world of letters 
a position somewhat similar to that held by 
Lloyd-George, Churchill, and F. E. Smith 
in politics. Theirs is the success of quick- 
witted intelligence, of subtle intuitive sym- 
pathy with the tendencies of the day, of the 
faculty which keeps the general public think- 
ing and guessing, and therefore pleased with 
itself, 
-~o 

Neither Shaw nor Chesterton displays the 
qualities of high seriousness, poetic inepira- 
tion and philosophic depth which raise a 
writer's work to the higher levels where 
posterity may. find them; their wide popu- 
larity is its own generous reward, for surely 
the writer who lives in the limelight is des- 
tined to die with or soon after it. The mem- 
cry of the jester’s quips perishes with those 
who laughed at them. But in these days, to 
etand in the middle of the stage is to achieve 
triumphs of pecuniary reward and’ popular 
applause, such as no writer ever knew be- 
fore the era of the moving picture, of mon- 
ster editions and commercially ———— 


. dramas. 


When Bernard Shaw talks to ha reporter 
of The Observer about the German critics’ 
having accused him of plagiarism, he knows 
and rejoices in the knowledge that hie witti- 
cismms will be quoted next morning wherever 
the English tongue Is spoken. When Ches- 
terton confesses in the Illustrated London 
News the reasons whidh haye led him to de- 
cide ‘against visiting Aanerica, he knowe 
that eventually, whether he takes the plunge 
or not, he is adding to his reputation as a 
whimsical fellow of infinite variety. ; 

Of these three celebrities Wells is the ledot 
addicted to the limelight. ‘His socialism has 
always been of the thoughtful type, and of 
late. since ‘‘ The New Machiavelli,” his work 
seems to be assuming a more serious com- 
plexion. He is also becoming greatly inter- 
ested in the film-drama, which seems des- 
tined to command a wider audience than 
the written and spoken word. But his lit- 
erary fame bids fair to outlast that of his 
two brilliant contemporaries.

Some such reftections are inevitably sug- 
gested by the Dickens Fellowship's entertain- 
ment: it naturally leads one to compare the 
great Victorian novelist’s ideals of literature 
and philanthropy with the quick change 
artist’s methods, which command such high 
favor in the hustling world of today. 

To attract the great public with the rattle 
of ironic humor, to tickle its fancy with the 
straws of a lively imagination, to add dally 
to the gayety of nations—these gifts bring 
rewards more immediate and substantial 
than any fame of poet or triumph of states- 
man. The times change, and we change 
with them. 3 

Shaw, Chesterton, and Wells represent, in 
their respective ways, the intellectual pro- 
clivities of a feverish modernity—infinitely 
more so [all advertisements to the contrary 
notwithstanding] than Mr. Hall Caine, but 
the wonder for most of us is, how on earth 
they keep it up, year in and year out. 

Nevertheless I majntain that Mr. Bernard 
Shaw as foreman of the jury, and Mr. Ches- 
terton as judge, in the trial of John Jasper, 
were anachronisms of a kind which bota 
these humorists, had they been in the audi- 
ence, could hardly fail to have noticed.

Hé does not take 
an oath to risk his hide for himeelf or for 
his personal security, but for the emperor, 
who may happen to be William II. or some- 
body else, but who, for the officer's ends 
and purposes, symbolizes the state.’ 

A German Officer is bred to believe that 
an affront to his uniform is an affront to the 
state, whigh he must avenge without fear 
or questioning. That is why Col. von Reuter, 
“ permeated" with a sense of honor and 
duty, as. he said, did not parley or quibble 
when the sacredness of his officers’ uniforms 
was imperiled. He acted. 

There is not an officer in the German 
army who would not have emulated him. If 
there is, and his superiors can detect him, 
his military career is at an end. There is 
no place for him in an organization whose 
Alpha and Omega are blind, unyielding dis- 
cipline and superlative sense of honor. 

Abroad it is complained that the officer 
usurps a superior position among his fellow~- 
men in Germany. The fact is that he does 
not exactly demand it, but traditions are 


such. that he undoubtedly enjoys it. A man 


who is ready to die for a salary of $50 to 
$100 a month deserves some compensation. 


Officers Are “Good Fellows.” 


I have met a good many swaggering Ger- 
man police “officers,” but I seldom en-

ART COLLECTION: 


"| Unique Group of Pictures by 
Four Living French Masters Is 
_to Be Disintegrated by Leo 
oa Allan Stein.

PARIS, Jan. 31.—One of the world’s finest 
collections of four living French masters, 
Cezanne, Picasso, Matisse, and Reneir, will 
be disintegrated with the removal from Paris 
-of Leo Stein, an American collector, who 
has rented a villa at Settignano, a pictur- 
esque suburb of. Florence, and proposes to 
take Up @ permanent residence therein April. 

Some ten years ago when the Fauves, that 
is the Savages or neo-impressionists, first 
made their appearance and startled the 
world by their unconventional views on art 
the brothers Leo and Allan Stein and their 
sister Gertrude; who had left America for 
the artistic atmosphere of Paris, were among 
the few art lovers to take the movement 
seriously. They gathered a unique collec- 
tion of the pictures at prices which would 
now appear ridiculoug. 

As the new movement gained ground the 
collection became the Mecca of artistic pil- 
grims who were seeking enlightenment as 
well as those who came to scoff. 


. Mr. Stein Explains Plans 

Léo Stein, in confirming the report that 
the collection is to be broken up, said: ‘“* Our 
collection as a collection has served its pur- 
pose and has now, I feel, every right to re- 
tire| from publicity and become entirely a 
domestic affair. 
ence. My sister Gertrude will take hers to 
an apartment she has rented over the Palais 
Royal gardens, while my brother Allan will 
remain in Paris and keep his twenty-five 
Matisses. 

“The report that I had decided to be- 
queath my collection to the Uffizi gallery at 
Florence is untrue. I have not yet consid- 
ered the question of its disposal before or 
after my death."’ 

Mr, Stein said he had no sympathy with 
the | so-called cubist’ movement, but refused 
to gay why, adding: “It would be impos- 
sible for the general public to rightly under- 
stand my objections, however much I might 
explain them.”’ :

DISTANCE AMERICA TO EUROPE. 


German Geodetic Institute and Wash- 
ington Coast Survey to Rede- 
termine Measurements,

BERLIN, Jan. 31.—The German Geodetic 
institute of Potsdam and the coast geodetic 
survey of Washington, D. C., are engaged in 
an interesting attempt to redetermin® on an 
accurate basis the distance between America 
and Burope, 

The new measurements are based on the 
theory that the earth is not constructed on a 
so-called rigid system, but contains a certain 
degree of elasticity. Doubts are said to have 
arisen in the minds of geographers in recent 
time as to the supposed unchangeability in 
the distance between the continents. 

The Washington authorities have under- 
taken to measure the distance between the 
American tapital and Horta in the Azores 
while the Potsdam institute will take up the 
stretch between the Azores and Berlin.

‘SWEDEN BUILDS UP NAVY. 


Political Situation Dominated 
_ by. National Demand for In- 
creased Defense at Sea, _ 


STOOKHOLM, Jan. 31.—The question of 
naval defense dominates the political situa- 
tion in Sweden. When the present Liberal 
government came into office-in 1911. ap- 
pointed a special committee to. consider the 
problem of national defense. 

One of the leading questions was the time 
of service for conscripts, especially infantry, 
which Is considered on account of the nature 
of the country the most important arm of the 
Swedish services. The neéds of the navy 
why also placed in the hands of the commis- 
sion. 

The results of the hearings have not been 

Published, but Premier Carl Staff has an- 
nounced plans for the fortification of various 
inlets which form an important naval station 
on the coast of Norrland, and the building 
of six to eight semi-dreadnoughts, well 
armed and suitable for use in the Swedish 
home waters. 
, This, however, has not satisfied the de- 
mands of the country. Complaint is nmiade 
that no plan has been adopted for increasing 
the period of training for the infantry and 
that the demand for a seagoing navy has been 
ignored. 

Much of the liberal press is urging in- 
creased training and the maintenance of the 
navy at a standard of twelve respectable 
fighting ships. 

Even the Socialists are veering toward the 
support of an increase in the defensive forces. 

The uncovering of several cases of Russian 
espionage has increased the demand for ade- 
quate defense. Even the rural districts have 
become excited over the question, and the 
farmers, who are not greatly devoted to the 
idea of conscription ordinarily, plan to gather 
late this month, 50,000 etrong, in Stockholm 
to demand better defensive arrangements. 
This meeting will be the moat impressive in- 
dication of the seriousness of the movement, 
for these hold farmers are the backbone 
of the nation.

Eccentric Old Man Named Bioux Is 
Buried to the Strains of 
Comic Songs. :

PARIS, Jan. 31.—An extraordinary funeral!

ment, when an old man named Bioux was 
buried to the strains of comic songs and the 
late Harry Fragson’s great success, “‘ Mar 
guerite,”’ played by the village band. 

Bioux, though a fervent churchman, left a 
will that his funeral should not be an occasion 
for religious or mourning ceremony, but one.

ON THE RIVIERA. 


Hotelkeepers and Tradesmen of 


Nice Sigh Because Visitors 
from the States Come Late and 
in Dwindling Numbers. 


[SPECIAL CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

NICE, Jan. 31.—Where are the Americana, 
‘wae the lament of the hotelkeepers and 
tradesmen all along the Riviera until the 
Franconia and Adriatic landed their contin- 
gent at Monaco this week. 

Every year the sisvshis esuneik bain Ga esas 
later, and hotel men, who keep large staffs 
from early December, are correspondingly 
anxious for their share of dollars. Even the 
mere hundred passenges who were landed 
here from New York will make a considerable 
difference. 

On the average they will stay about two 
weeks each, and at a moderate estimate will 
leave behind $50,000 perhaps, without reckon- 
ing any bosses at the Monte Carlo gambiing 
tables. 


Riviera Is Losing Favor, 

Whatever interested persons may maintain 
to the contrary, the Riviera is less in favor 
with the wealthier class of travelers than 
formerly. It suffers from the modern craze 
for exercise, which takes the younger folks 
and many others to Switzerland. 

The artificiality of the Riviera also tends 
to prevent people returning as regularly as 
in former times. Everything ie now stage 
manager. The grand Cercle at Nice ts in 
some Waysadelusion. *‘ Cercle” means club, 
and seems to imply a place where one can - 
have social intercourse in a quiet way and | 
a certain amount of comfort.

Americans Abroad Complain of 
the High Prices for the Best 
Seats and the Early Closing of 
Restaurants After the Play.

LONDON, Jan. 20.—American theatergoers 
in London habitually express their amaze- 
ment at the stolid patience with which Lon- |

But, as matters stand, the regulation un- 
doubtediy constitutes a vexatious interfer- 
ence with the liberty of the subject and 
serves no good purpose of public morality. 
People who want supper after the play (and 
there are many of them, as plays begin, as 
a rule, at S\p. m.) havea right to expect that 
they be allowed a reasonable time to consume 
it. But ona wet night,4vhen one may have 
to wait twenty minutes at the theater door 
for a taxi, the regulation time limit os 
reached and the lights of the restaurant 
extinguished long before one has reached 
the coffee and cigaret stage of the meal, and 
in no case is there any time for contemplative 
digestion. 

Night Supper Clubs Thrive. 

One of the results of this absurd regule- 
tion is'that the section of the playgoing pub- 
lic which insists on taking its ease in its 
inn and has no conscientious principles about 
early rising -has now organized night supper 
clubs for its own benefit and purposes. These 
clubs compete seriously with the regular 
business of the restaurants, for the simple 
reason that they are not hurried in the mat- 
ter of closing and also because their license 
fees are almost nominal, which is obviously 
unfair. 

The existence of these private institutions 
in steadily increasing numbers, stultifies 
the whole purpose of the early closing regu- 
lation and there can be no doubt that the 
system will rapidly spread to that stratum of 
society which will eventually make the sup- 
per club a species of all night restaurant 
and dance hall, which will necessitate new 
legislation. 

Be this as it may, London’s increasing 
cosmopolitanism, not to mention the vocal 
sympathy of visitors from America and the 
continent, has now created a strong body 
of public opinion against the present sur- 
vivial of the curfew system, and it looks as 
if the Hotel and Restaurant Proprietors’ 
association, which is now moving to have 


.the question brought before parliament, will 
find strong support from the public and the. 


press. 

The proposed change has its avowed oppo- 
nents, however, some of whom declare that 
an extension of the supper hour would simply 
result in the theaters raising their curtains 
so much later, and that as regards our sup- 
pers, we should be no better off, still com- 
pelled to the ignominy of being turned out 
in the dark before we have had our coffee.

BERLIN HAS A DIPLOMA MILL. 


Institute Discovered That Wil] Fur- 
nish a Thesis to Student Seek- 
ing a Decree. 


BERLIN, Jan. 31.—The action of the Uni- 
versity of Heidelberg in revoking the degree 
of doctor of philosophy granted to @ student 
more than a year ago has revealed the ex- 
istence of a diploma institute in Berlin the 
field of which embraces not the actual sale 
of degrees, as in the so-called ‘‘ diploma 
mills,’’ but assistance in preparing the neces- 
sary thesis for obtaining a degree. 

A candidate is naturally supposed to base 
his thesis upon original research, but in the 
case of the Heidelberg student whose Ph. D. 
was withdrawn, it was found that he had 
obtained his thesis through the institute. 
His fraud curiously came to light through a 
suit started by him against the directer of 
the thesis concern. 

The doctor's title has a high social and 
financial, as well as a scholarly value, in 
Germany, enabling the holder . to move in 
the higher circles and to contract better 
marriages. Frequently advertisements ap- 
pear in newspapers offering substantial re- 
ward to pérsons who can indicate a way for 
the advertiser to obtain the desired degree.

Bhould the athletic fates next June ordain 
that the University of Illinois retain the 
western conference track championship, won 
last year at Madison, it would be eminently 
fitting. Twenty years ago the athletic fore- 
runners of the present Illini won the first big 
western intercollegiate meet—a meet which 
established the event later to become the 

western conference competition. 

_ Until the Chicago Athletic association in- 
yited the leading universities of the west to 
compete on the south side grounds on June 2, 
184, no recognized or comprehensive west- 
mn meet was held. There were various in- 
tercollegiates, but they were smaller and_in- 
cluded only adjoining states. For instance, 
oe May 26, 1894, at St. Louis, Illinois had 
participated in a ‘‘ western intercollegiate ” 
in which Missouri, Washington, Christian 
Brothers, and other teams were represented. 


Idea Suggested in “Tribune.” 

Some months before the intercollegiate, 
Harry Cornish, manager of the Chicago Ath- 
letic association, had written for THE CHI- 
CaGo TRIBUNE an article in which he urged 
the necessity of an atheltic meeting in the 
west similar to the Mott Haven games inthe 
east. Cornish argued that. the leagues in 
track athletics in the west were not com- 
prehensive enough and that the champion- 
ships were uncertain and unsatisfactory hon- 
ors. He promised that the Chicago Athe- 
letic association would hold a meet if the col- 
leges showed interest. - 

At that time Illinois had only 500 students. 
Any idea that the new meet could be won 
seemed foolish. In its early track years IIli- 
nois had been content to compete with Knox 
and smaller institutions, but it had developed. 


BE. K. Hall of Dartmouth, now a member of 
the football rulés committee, had been se- 
cured as coach and had been very success- 
ful. It was in his honor that the Illini adopt- 
ed Dartmouth green as the university color. 
Later Illinois chose orange.and blue. 


Low Hurdles Clinch Meet. 

The meet developed into a contest between 
Wisconsin and Illinois. When the last event, 
the low hurdles, was called, Ilinois led. Capt. 
Fred J. Weedman and Amos Cable Clark 
the latter. the greatest individual athlete of 


fot of beautiful 


lhe corn belt squad, finished first and sec- 
ond. The points were: Illinois, 37; Wiscon- 
gin, Iowa, 21; Iowa college, 12; Chicago, 
0: Northwestern, 6; Michigan, 5! Lake For- 
est, 4: Oberlin, 3; Kansas, 1; Eureka, 1. 

The banner that was won in 1804 still occu- 
pies a prominent niche in the Illinois trophy 
cases, although Ill:nois has won many con- 
ference meets since that day.

Everyday Problems of Baseball | 


Explained for ,Inquisitive Fans. 


BY I. E. SANBORN. 
O a great, overwhelming majority of 
those interested or engag@d in base- 


a closed book. This applies propor- 
tionately to spectators, fans, scribes, 
and even to the players themselves. 


a few players, and an occasional baseball 
writer ever take the pains to familiarize 
themselves with the exect wording of the 
playing rules. The umpires are expected to 
know them, as that is their business, but any 
one connected with the game in any other 
Capacity who can quote a rule verbatim is 
facetiously referred to thereafter as a 
“ shark.’’ Something of derision is implied in 
the. name, too, because it is considered such 
a waste of time to study the rules, when 
every American who ig over 7 thinks he, or 
she, knows baseball from Z to A anyway. 
> 

The average city, town, or country young- 
| ster begins to learn baseball as soon as he 
is big enough to toddle around the back 
yard or get out on the nearest vacant lot 
or tramp to the village green. He learns 
nothing about the rules except what he 
picks up by association and hearsay, for a 
dime is too precious to spend for a rule book 
when every wile is necessary to obtain 
enough dimes to purchase ball and bat and 
glove. The youngster who becomes a pro- 
fessional player thinks he knows too much 
about the game to bother with the Playing 
rules and the youngster who does not be- 
come a player, but has to content himself 
with being a spectator, believes he is equal- 
ly well equipped with knowledge of the pas- 
time from experience. 

Only when a dispute arises, grows info 
an argument, and ends in a row on the ball 
field or a bet in the grand stand do the 
* printed rules themselves cut much figure. 
And when they are consulted by the budding 
player or blasé rooter for the purpose of 
proving his contention, the discovery is 
made that even the clearest rule may require 

study to understand all it means, that some 
of them are susceptible to more than one 
interpretation, and that a few of them ap- 
parently conflict with eachother. When this 
discovery is realized the usual procedure, 
judging by the contents of-the eqitor’s mail 
box during the season, is to “ leave it to the 
Baseball Editor.” 


~— 
The purpose of this and a few subsequent 
“pieces '' is to increase the . number of 
“ sharks "’ who may have sufficient dormant 
interest to study the playing r@les, and to 
anticipate some of the disputes that wilt 
arise on the lots and in the semi-pro ranks 
next season. There is no intent,to go into 
the more technttal points involving fine dis- 
tinctions of interpretation in which different 
leagues disagree, but only to hit a few of 
the high spots and perhaps interest some of 
those who beifeve they know: everything 
about beseball already, don’t you know. 
Anybody who starts to read the official 
code of rules is likely to quit in disgust before 
finishing the second page. and we don't 
blame him, because the first eight or ten 
rules have to-do solely with laying out the 
playing field and are set down in language 
inteHigible only to an expert surveyor. 
Anybody can skip those and not lose any- 
thing if he will just remember that the dia- 
mond ought to be a perfect square, ninety 
feet to a side.

wise. Somewhere the impression arose and 
gained wide circulation that a base runner 
could not run more than three feet out of 
the. base line under any circumstances with- 
out being out for doing so. 

Nothing is farther from the truth, for there 
is no restriction whatever on the territory 
the base runner may cover, except under cer- 
tain conditions. So long as there is no play 
being made to put him out a runner may 
roam almost where he pleases. He cannot 
pass a preceding base runner, or do one or 
two other equally foolizh things, but he does 
not have to stay’ in the base lines 

When a play is being made to retire a cer- 
tain runner, things change and certain re- 
strictior : are placed on hisiactions. In run- 
ning the last half of the distance from home 


‘to first base, for instance, he must keep in- 


side a path defined by chalk lines, one of 
Which is the regular foul line and the other 
4, parallel line three feet outside the foul line, 
That restriction applies only when “ the ball 
is being fielded to first base,’’ as a perusal of 
section 6 of rule 56 will prove. A lot of fans 
and some players believe the runner has to 
stick to that path anyway, never having no- 
ticed how often the lines are disregarded. 
_— 

In going from any base to|the next one the 
runner cannot dodge more than three feet 
either way from a direct line between the 
two bases to avoid being touched with the 
ball in the hands of an opponent. If he does 
he is Hable, and ought, to be declared out 
by the umpire. But this applies only wher 
they are trying to put him! out. 

That is the meaning of section 7 of rule 56, 
but it does not mean a runner may not trans- 
Sress it as far as he pieases when there is no 
Play on him. Watch the next man who 
makes a three base hit and see how far out 
of the line he goes in making the turn at 
first and second bases It would slow him 
up a lot to. stay in the base line and make the 
turns sharply, so he goes ten or a dozen feet 
wide without penalty, of course. But if the 
ball is thrown to third bage ahead of that 
runner and in trying to get to the base safely 
he dodges over three feet putside or inside 
the direct line to avoid the third baseman’s 
tag he is out.

There are times when the runner ts obliged 
to| go out of the path or run the risk of being 
called out for not doing it. In going the last 
half of the way from home to first, if the 
pitcher or first baseman is trying to fleld a 
batted ball in the path, the runner must avoid 
interfering with that opponent. In the same 
way going from first to second, from second 
to third. or from third home a runner must 
give a fielder who is “‘ addressing "’ a batted 
ball full right to the path and not interfere 
with him. 

But if it is a thrown ball which the oppo- 
nent ie flelding then the runner has as much 
right to the path as the fielder and must not 
go out of it to avold being tagged.

This extra 
money from fall series, added to Williama’ 
salary from the club, made his job an envia- 
ble one, but in spite of this Weeghman made 
an offer of a straight salary that induced 
the former Cub official to jump. 7

The Rev. Timothy Prescott Frost, the pres- 
ent pastor of the First church, completed 
last October the first ten years of his pas- 
torate, the longest pastorate of any of his 
predecessors. He came to Evanston.from 


the pastorate of the Firet Methodist Episco- . 
pal church of Baltimore, where he had held . 


the same relation to Goucher Woman's col- 
lege in that city that he now holds to North- 
western university in Evanston: 

First church has a’ membership of 1,084 
resident and 73 nonresident members, a total 
of 1,157. It contributed to benevolent ob- 
jects last year more than §20,000 in addition 
te the thousands of dollars raised in paying 
for the ew edifice and in maintaining cur- 
rent expenses.

HARLES PAGBH, wealthy ofl man of Tulsa, 
Okla., holds the world’s’ record as-a “family 
man.” He has seventy adopted children, and 
he is going to have 1,000 just as soon as he can 
build enougn houses to hold them. He is also going 
to build 100 houses for 100 poor widows. He has al- 
ready built eight houses, in each of which is a widow. 
He is building seven more, and before next spring he 
will have the 100 widows’ houses finished. Each will 
be supplied with. free electric light, free water, free 
natural gas for cooking and ‘heating, and a free garden 
and flock of chickens. r 
The eight widows now cared for by him were washer- 


‘women. He will try to find 100 washerwomen to live 
in the remainder of his houses. He is partial to washer- . 


‘women and to orphans, because he was a poor orphan 
himself and his motoer had to take in washing to keep 
her family of eight children. | 

The seventy orphan children live in a large. stone 
house which Page built on the summit of a hill in the 


center of a tract. of 7,000 acres he owns on tae banks 


of the Arkansas river near Tulsa. No orphanage in 
the world has so large a playground and such costly 
playthings as the seventy orphans that have been 
adopted by Page. Surrounding the orphanage is a large 
park filled with walnut and pecan trees, an artificial 
lake of fourteen acres stocked with black bass and sun 
perch, a wading pool with concrete bottom and sides,

For the maintenance of the orphanage, widows, and the 
hospital forever Page has created an endowment fund 
gecured by 7,000 acres of tne richest gas lands in Okla- 
homa, several tracts of proven oil lands and the city 
of Sand Springs, which he laid ont and .owns, and a 
suburban electric passenger and freight line seven miles 
long that connects Sand Springs with Tulsa. 

Forty-five years ago, when Page was a boy of 10, his 
father, engaged in the teaming business in Stevens 
Point, died leaving a widow and eight children. The 
horses and wagons went to pay doctors’ bills.
